everal days ago Mr. Frankenfield was 
asked if there was any prospect of a flood 
at St. Louis.

I 
do not fear the snows in the Northwest, but 
I do fear a heavy rain, he said. 

These conditions were rapidly being real- 
ized Thursday morning. The Missouri is 
rising slowly and the Father of Waters rap- 
idly. The precipitation is believed to have 
been heavy at many points where no gov- 
ernment weather observers are stationed, 
and it will be several days before the result 
of last night’s rainfall can be ascertained. 

Observer Frankenfield does not receive of- 
fetal reports from points south of St. Louis, 
but such news as came to him Thursday 
morning indicated the rainfall had been even 
heavier in this region than to the north. 
There have been cloudbursts between here 
and Texarkana. All this water will go to 
swell the river to the South and the peril 
of the situation along the lower Mississippi 
is increased many fold. In the meantime 
there is a separate flood coming from far 
north. The-river is above the danger line 
at St. Paul. The situation Thursday morn- 
ing was this: In the Mississippi are three 
distinct floods—one in the lower river, ex- 
tending from Cairo south; a second extend- 
ing from Keokuk to St. Louis, due to the 
heavy rainfall, and a third in the extreme 
North, caused by melting snow and rain. 


Harbor Commissioner C. H. Stone be- 
lieves St. Louls and vicinity will have a 
flood in a short time as great or greater 
than that of 1892 

The outlook is ominous,“ he said Thurs- 
day morning. “The river is now over 24 
feet and rising an inch and one-half an 
hour.

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ANOTHER TRUST LESSON. 

In a recent article the Post-Dispatch 
showed how the Rubber Trust has almost 
ruined thé once flourishing Village of 
Bristol, R. I., by closing up factories and 
throwing thousands of workers out of 
employment. Here ig another object 
lesson of the same kind furnished by the 
Cordage Trust. 

The village of Maspeth, N. T., had 
seven cordage factories before the 
formation of the trust. One by one they 
have been closed. The shutting down of 
the Standard Rope and Twine Com- 
pany, one of the biggest of the trust fac. 
tories, leaves but one small plant in 
Operation at Maspeth. At the same time 
the Standard factory in Brooklyn, an- 
other trust plant, was closed, the shut. 
ting down of these two plants throwing 
more than a thousand men and women 
out of employment. 

In addition to curtailing production by 
closing as many factories as possible, the 
Cordage Trust has, it is said, greatly re- 
duced wages since it has been in opera- 
tion. Employes claim that eight years 
ago a man could earn from $16 to $22 
per week in one of these factories. Now 
wages for men average $7 to $8 per 
and for women $5 to $8 per week.

THE LAW AND THE PLUTOCRAT. 
Plutocrat Belmont of New York says 
that “it is not easy to discover why it 
should be that if railway directors are 
really competent, the railway corpora- 
tions cannot achieve, without formal 
agreements with each other, the thing 
they have heretofore done by agree- 
ments now condemned by the courts.” 

“The thing they have heretofore done” 
has been declared by the Supreme Court 
to be in itself illegal, against public 
policy, and in restraint of trade. What 
Plutocrat Belmont is proposing, then, is 
that railway corporations shall disobey 
the court and the law. They shall do, 
secretly and by indirection, what they 
have been doing openly. They shall con- 
tinue to do what the Supreme Court has 
declared it is unlawful. for them to do, 
and what it has prohibited them from 
doing, by making their agreements in 
private instead of in public. In. short, 
they shall “achieve,” by secret con- 
spiracy against the law and the people, 
the ends which the law has forbidden. 

Plutocrat Belmont is one of those who, 
only last year, was most vehement in de- 
nunciation of alleged “lawlessness,” 
“anarchy” and “defiance of law and or- 
der among the supporters of the Demo- 
cratic ticket and platform. But Debs 
himself was never more subversive of the 
vital principle of law and order than is 
Plutocrat Belmont when his dividends 
are threatened with reduction. 

But the role is not a new one to him 
or to the plutocracy for which he speaks, 
which either makes or breaks laws to suit 
its convenience and interests. When it 
can make a law against the people it 
holds up the-law and denounces those 
who propose to amend or repeal it as 
enemies of the State. When the law is 
for the people Plutocracy violates it. 

The law can be violated, says Belmont, 
“if railway directors are really com- 
petent.” In these words is expressed the 
Wall street estimate of “competency.” 
The highest intelligence is that which 
can most successfully evade the law. 
And it is in order that they may violate 
or evade the law with impunity that the 
railroads and other big corporations 


legal advisers. The chief occupation of 
the ablest lawyers in the United States 
nowadays—and for which the biggest pay 
is given—is devising methods by which 
their employers can avoid obeying laws 
to which they object. 


WALKER AND THE BUSINESS MEN 

The bill introduced in Congress for the 
appointment of a Currency Revision 
Commission is in pursuance of the reso- 
lution adopted at the recent national con- 
vention of business men in Indianapolis. 

It will be remembered that Congress- 
man Walker, of Massachusetts, who was 
chairman of the Banking and Currency 
Committee in the last House and will 
doubtless be in the next, took strong 
ground against the convention plan of 
issuing bonds as a basis for riational bank 
circulation to be a substitute for green- 
backs and treasury notes. Now Mr. 
Walker has introduced a bill providing 
for a National Bank circulation based on 
the unimpaired capital of the Banking 
Associations, the reserves for note re- 
demption to be in specie, half silver and 
half gold. 

If the government notes are to be re- 
tired end superseded with private corpo- 
ration credit paper, the plan of the busi- 
ness men is infinitely preferable to that 
vf Congressman Walker. If silver is not 
“sound money” why should it be made 
a reserve for the redemption of one-half 
of the floating paper currency? Or would 
it not be found that all holders of such 
paper would demand gold and thus force 
again the conditions which precipitated 
panic and disaster under the Sherman 
law, for the passage of which, as we re- 
member, Mr. Walker was largely respon- 
sible. 

But the quarrel between Walker and 
the business men is sufficient assurance 
that there will be no Currency Commis- 
sion appointed at this session, or at the 
regular one beginning in December. Even 
if such a bill could pass the House it 
would be killed in the Senate. 


The independent candidate for Mayor 
of Chicago is an Alderman—Mr. Harlan. 
What he says, therefore, of some of the 
corporations of that city may be taken as 
coming from a person well informed as 
to the relations of such bodies with the 
city. These are his words: 

“Do you know that the dogs of Chicago— 
the common yellow curs that run about our 
alleys and shrink from carriage and street 
car wheels—are a greater source of revenue 
to the city of Chicago than are the miles 
and miles of street railways that fill our 
thoroughfares? Did anyone ever tell you 
that the licenses issued to owners of dogs 
bring more money into the city treasury 
than all the fees that are paid by the cable 
and trolley lines? They don’t wear out the 
pavements, they don’t endanger human life, 
they make no money out of the people, and 
yet they do more to support the city gov- 
ernment than the street car magnates, who 
pretend to the ownership of our streets.” 

This illustration will serve for other 
cities than Chicago. The valuable fran- 
chises which have been sold by corrupt 
municipal assemblies, and for ‘which 
these cities should have been well paid, 
would have been a great aid in reducing 
city indebtedness or paying for city im- 
provement if they had been honestly dis- 
posed of. 


This language of the Supreme Court in 
regard to trusts shouid be kept before the 
people: “It is not material that the price 
of an article may be lowered. It is in the 
power of the combination to raise it, 
and the result in any event is unfortunate 
for the country by depriving it of the 
services of a large number of small but 
independent dealers who were familiar 
with the business and who had spent 
their lives in it, and who supported 
themselves and their families from the 
small profits realized therein.”

All of which is not creditable to capital. 
Let it be known that fn point of fact, while 
the anti-trust law wag never intended to 
cover labor unions, it was first applied to 
them. Six years have passed since the law 
was enacted, and now for the first time has 
it found practical application against any 
of the great combinations of capital which 
fill the land. But there was ‘no difficulty 
found in applying it to labor in the strikes 
of 1894. So when capital begins“ to be- 
lieve” that the law “has an equal applica- 
tion to combinations of workmen,” capital 
casts no credit either upon its memory or 
its temper, . 

Rightly to give the law equal application 
to labor unions, the law must also direct it- 
self against combinations of individuals in 
a corporation as well as combinations of 
corporations, Labor unions have long been 
tolerated by the law simply as the working- 
man’s Offset to the combinations of indi- 
viduals and capital authorized by law 
through distinct and independent corporate 
organizations, Against these single organ- 
izations, except where formed to combine 
and swallow up a number of organizations 
of the kind, anti-trust laws cannot properly 
and do not attempt to interfere. Such laws 
deal only with combination among cor- 
porate entities, and not until they pro- 
ceed to the point of individual combination 
within a single corporate entity can they 
— be applied to the average labor union. 


A Tremendous Network.

When the ex-President asserts that five- 
sixths of the people of the land, without re- 
gard to party, “favor a revision of corpora- 
tion laws, limiting the purposes for which 
corporations may be organized, supervising 
the issuance of stocks and bonds, and put- 
ting other restraints upon them,” he does 
justice to a feeling which is rapidly rising 
to its high tide.

WOULD PROGRESS. 


WANTS THE OLD WAY OF LET- 
TING CONTRACTS RESTORED. 


MAKING COMBINES POSSIBLE. 


Reletting of the Chain of Rocks Boiler 
Contract Brings Out Uncle 
1 Henry’s” Views. 


Several weeks ago the Board of Public 
Improvements advertised a letting for 
eight water tube boilers for the new high 
service station at the Chain of Rocks. 
There were five bids, as follows: John 
O’Brien Boiler Works, $1,998; Oil City, Pa., 
Boiler Wroks, $25,000; Heine Safety Boiler 
Co., - $19,750; Campbell-Zell Co. of Chicago, 
$41,461.14; National Water Tight Boiler 
Co. of Pennsylvania, $29,106. 

The Heine company had done considera- 
ble work for the city. There was no ques- 
tion of its responsibility. It was the low- 
est bidder by $180. 

At the ensuing meeting of the Board a 
protest was made by the O’Brien com- 
pany through its attorney, John H. Dra- 
belle, against the award of the contract 
to the Heine company on the ground that 
it had no plant and could not perform the 
contract without violating the clause for- 
bidding sub-letting. 

The board took the position that it could 
not presume in advance that the company 
would violate the clause. Even if it had no 


plant, it might gly one before the 
work was begun. If it could later be shown 
that the company was subletting, the con- 
tract could be taken from it. The only. 
question the board could entertain at that 
time was that of responsibility. 

Mr. Drabelle then raised that question. A 
day was set and the point argued. The 
board, in committee of the whole, decided 
that the Heine company was responsible 
and therefore entitled to the contract. 

The contract went to the Council for ap- 
roval. A public hearing was arranged. 
’Brien had a hundred boilermakers on 
hand. with the smut of the shop on their 
hands and faces, and red, red roses stuck in 
their coats. The hearing was turned into 
a home rule demonstration. Nothing was 
said about the responsibility of the Heine 
company, but great stress was laid on the 
alleged Let that its bollers were made else- 
where, by men who could not vote in St. 
Louis. 

On leaving the Council chamber many of 
the men tore off the roses and threw them 
away. They had been compelled to wear 
them for the effect on a Republican Council. 
Tuesday night the Council, by a vote of 
8 to 6, rejected the award and ordered a 


reletting. The only argument used was that 
the Heine Company did not employ home 
labor. 


Mr. Ziegenhein was asked if the Council's 
way of bringing about home rule met with 
his approval. 
r ‘Yes. When the lowest bidder is 
an outside company, there should be a re- 
letting.“ 

“But eu 2 an outside company is the 
lowest bidder again?“ a 
“Well. I don't know what we could do 
then. e trouble is, the charter is wrong. 
It says contracts must be awarded to the 
lowest responsible bidder. That will have 
to be amended to read ‘the best bidder.’ 
The best bidder would always be the home 
bidder, who would give work to our people.’ 
“Wouldn't the result be that the local bid- 
ders would combine and raise their bids?’’ 

“Oh, well, what if they did? We can af- 

ford to pay a little more when the work is 
to be done at home.”’ 
When the Charter Revision ordinance 
comes up in the next Assembly one of the 
amendments which will be offered will pro- 
vide PY — letting of contracts to the 
‘*best”’ bidder. 

If it is adopted the city will be back where 
it was before 1876. Discretionary power was 
then vested in the awarding body, and cor- 
ruption was rife. The awarding body now 
has no discretion. The contract goes to the 
lowest bidder and there is no opportunity 
or, corruption.

NEW SCHOOL LAW WILL GET INTO 
THE COURTS. 


RINGSTERS, HIGHLY PLEASED. 


They Can Sit Still and Force the Peo- 
ple to Do All the 
Fighting 


The Civic Federation school law makes no 
provision for the expense of the special elec- 
tion ordered for the purpose of abolishing 
the present School Board. This will necessi- 
tate a resort to the courts. The School 
Board ring is accordingly highly elated. 

Its members were preparing to contest the 
law through the Supreme Court through 
injunction proceedings. Now they are saved 
the trouble of taking the initiative. 


Their intention to resist eviction from 
their unsalaried but not necessarily unre- 
munerative jobs, is said to have been an- 
nounced by Martin Taffe, a Cass avenue 
plumber, whose annual receipts from school 
contracts are only equale by those of 
Director Cudmore’s brother ohn. Mr. 
Taffe is quoted as boasting in his neighbor- 
hood that the Civic Federation law would 
be knocked out and that the dominant fac- 
tion of the board was preparing to invoke 
all the technicalities of the law. 

Although Mr. Taffe is in the midst of the 
councils of the ring, having in his employ 
a nephew of President Bus of the board, 
and presumably knows whereof he speaks 
President Bus professes dense ignorance of 
the purpose outlined. He grasps eagerly, 
however, at the golden opportunity offered 
N the apparent defect in the law to save 
8 own ob and those of his friends in the 

oard. 

The defect in the law prevents the Board 
of Election Commissioners from ordering an 
election, unless the School Board appro- 

riates the $20,000 necessary for the 2828 

n the Election Commissioners' estimate to 
Comptroller Sturgeon of its approaching ex- 
penses the item of $20,000 for the special 
school election was included. Comptroller 
Sturgeon promptly disallowed the item. City 
Counselor Marshall, being consulted by the 
commissioners, sustained Comptroller 
Sturgeon. He held that, in the absence of a 
specific provision, the expenses fall upon the 
School Board, and the city cannot pay the

Those unacquainted with the gentlemen 
eomprising the School Board ring might 
conclude that as public officers they would 
be anxious to assist in every way the en- 
forcement of the law. This conclusion 
would be particularly warranted by the 
fact that the ring has all along held that 
it was maligned by the charges of peculiar 
dealings by its members and that they were 
actuated in holding office purey by a regard 
for the public welfare and a desire to have 
the law upheld. The present situation af- 
fords them a golden opportunity to prove 
their words by acts. 

Besides, if the election is held, they in- 
tend to seek vindication through re-election, 
and claim that they have nothing to fear 
from the result. 

The appropriation will not be made, Pres- 
ident Henry Bus is authority for this state- 
ment. 

„J don’t see how the Board can make 
the appropriation,” said Mr. Bus. “By law 
we are prohibited from expending money 
for anything except what is specified by 
the law governing the Board. The old law

get along amicably together and would not 
allow herself to be won over. 

About 7:30 o’clock Wednesday night Beat- 
tie went to 1911 Sarah street and asked to 
see his wife. She went to him in the parlor, 
taking with her their 3year-old boy. For 
half an hour the man pleaded for forgive- 
ness. He insisted that the divorce suit be
